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Wisconsin Has Quality and Quantity 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


ISCONSIN has had bigger shows than this 1929 
W event, but never a better balanced or higher qual- 
ity show than the line-up that faced Judge Kildee 
on August 28 and 29. A total of 317 head were checked 
into the ring in the open individual classes. Add to this 
figure the 185 head brought out in the splendid 4-H Calf 
Club show of this breed and we have a total of 502 head, 
which is a little too high as the tops of the calf club show 
also appeared with some success in the open classes. 
Even after this duplication is deducted, Wisconsin doubt- 
less will retain by a comfortable margin, the honor she has 
held for some years of staging the largest Holstein show 
of the year. Holsteins.outnumbered any two other breeds 
here combined. The catalog listed entries of 183 Guern- 
seys, 138 Jerseys, 127 Brown Swiss and 54 Ayrshires. 
Figured on this same basis, Holstein entries as catalogued 
totalled 368. This Holstein show however does not de- 
pend upon mere numbers for distinction. The quality was 
there in every class, and plenty of it. We were particu- 
larly impressed with the ring of 31 aged cows which were 
a living example of Wisconsin’s dairy supremacy and the 
bull classes throughout in their demonstration of the wide- 
spread attention Wisconsin breeders are giving to the use 
of better type sires. The bull show alone numbered 108. 
The largest exhibitors as well as the heaviest winners, 
were the Wisconsin Board of Control with their well bal- 
anced herd from the State Institution herds. This string 
had previously demonstrated its ability to stand up with 
the best of them in the two Illinois shows, and here ac- 
counted for nine firsts and one junior championship, as 
well as two seconds, six thirds, five fourths and many 
lesser prizes. The Jefferson County Asylum herd was 


close behind them in winnings with seven firsts, a senior 
and .grand championship, two seconds, a third and three 
fourth prizes. The Wisconsin Institutions dominated the 
bull classes, aside from the aged class, which brought out 
the Grand Champion of the show, topping the three-year- 
old, two-year-old, junior yearling and senior calf classes 
and showing the first prize senior yearling in which ‘they 
also own an interest. Jefferson County Asylum did nearly 
as well in the female classes, having first aged cow (later 
made senior and Grand Champion), and first three-year- 
old, two-year-old and senior yearling heifers, the last three 
all daughters of their famous old herd sire, Dutchland 
Creamelle Denver Prince. These two exhibitors also 
divided the blue ribbons in all of the group classes, the 
Asylum herd taking Get of Sire with the three blue 
ribbon daughters of the Denver bull and another former 
All-American daughter, also Aged Herd and Dairy Herd, 
while the Wisconsin Board. of Control evened the score 
with Produce of Dam, Young Herd and Calf Herd. Rock 
River Farms, Byron, I1l., while not breaking through into 
the blue ribbon column, was a consistent contender 
throughout, with four seconds, four thirds and _ five 
fourth prizes. A. C. Oosterhuis, who has taken over 
the Carnation eastern farm at Oconomowoc, together 
with 100 head from this herd, made a _ particularly 
strong showing in the female classes. His winnings 
included first four-year-old, second aged cow and 
second three-year-old, as well as second Get of Sire 
for North Star Joe Homestead and a _ great Dairy 
Herd that, while placing second, gave Judge Kildee more 
trouble than any other decision he was called upon to

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Iowa Presents Strong Holstein Show 
By WM. A. PRESCOTT 


HE Holstein show at Iowa State Fair, while perhaps 
I not quite up to the high standard set by this show 
in 1927 and 1928, was a very creditable one, with 
212 animals exhibited, by actual count, in addition to the 
Calf Club class. Except in three the tops were equal or 
superior to those seen at the wonderful Illinois State Fair 
show the preceding week, but in a few cases the ,quality 
did not run quite so far down the line. William S. Mos- 
crip, who was “pinch hitting” for Axel Hansen, the latter 
laid up with a broken leg, did his usual consistent and 
satisfactory job of judging, completing the task in two aft- 
ernoons. 

Elmwood Farms, fresh from their triumphs at Aurora 
and Springfield, took the honor of Premier Exhibitor, win- 
ning nine firsts, besides senior and grand championship 
on Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, besides winning second 
on their Get of Sire by King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje. 
Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld was an easy first in his 
class and had no difficulty in winning the twenty-fifth 
grand championship of his career. The young son of King 
Bessie Ormsby Pietertje was as outstanding as ever in the 
bull calf class and a daughter of the same sire topped the 
heifer calf class, all four of the King Bessie calves being 
well up in the money. Minerva Beets Posch Burke, show- 
ing continued improvement week after week, won the aged 
cow class, and Elmwood also had first on four-year-old 
and three-year-old heifers, besides winning first for Grad- 
ed Herd, Calf Herd and Dairy Herd. Netherland Belle 
Homestead, last year’s All-American senior yearling and 
this year carrying the Fredmar colors, maintained her un- 
blemished record for the year, by winning her third grand 
championship. New junior champions were crowned in 
both the male and female classes, both of them senior 
yearlings. The bull winning this honor was Carnation 
Inka Matador, the son of Sir Inka May, owned by Senator 
James Strong, Washington, Kansas, exhibited this year 
with the Washington County Herd. Here is a bull that is 
likely to be hard to beat this year. The junior champion 
female was Miss Triune Ormsby Wayne, exhibited by Har- 
grove & Arnold, who will be remembered as last year’s 
Reserve All-American calf. She showed considerable im- 
provement over her form of the preceding week at Se- 
dalia, where she was nosed out of first place by Fredmar’s 
great heifer, Oakwood Piebe Allie 2d. At Iowa, Judge Mos- 
crip reversed this placing, whereupon the Fredmar show 
man led his heifer from the ring, refusing to accept a red 
ribbon on a heifer that was undefeated all through a hard 
season in 1928 and thus far in 1929. This action brought 
an immediate apology from Glenn Davis, the Fredmar 
superintendent, who expressed great regret over the in- 
cident. After winning her class, the Hargrove & Arnold 
heifer went through to junior champion and also showed

with her baby sister for first prize Produce of Cow. In- 
cidentally, Hargrove & Arnold won Premier Breeder 
honors. . 

Another outstanding herd in this competition was that 
of J. D. Bacon of Noth Dakota, which included the first 
prize junior yearling bull, first prize junior yearling heifer 
and second prize heifer calf, as well as the first prize 
yearling herd, second prize Calf Herd, second prize Pro- 
duce and many other prizes. 

The Tritomia Get won again for Iowana, consisting of 
their two good two-year-old heifers, one of which stood 
second to the grand champion of the show; their own two- 
year-old bull, who is now their senior herd sire; and the 
second prize four-year-old heifer, owned by Iowa Board of 
Control. When this Get is strengthened, as it will be at 
later shows, by the Wisconsin Board of Control bull, Tri- 
tomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad, it should be well up to the 
calibre of last year’s All-American Get by the same sire. 

Other first prizes were won by Rawleigh of Illinois on 
the 3-year-old bull, Rawleigh Canary Posch and by May- 
tag Dairy Farm on the two-year-old bull, Homstafa King 
Ormsby Aaggie. Other prize winning exhibitors not al- 
ready mentioned, included the two state institutions of 
South Dakota at Redfield, and Yankton, Meinkord, Stigge 
and others from Washington County, Kansas, and several 
other Iowa breeders, including Fred Pieplow, Gillette &

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A Great Show at New York

York State Fair was the almost universal opinion 
of experts who watched Judge Ward Stevens tie the 
ribbons at Syracuse last Tuesday and Wednesday. Uni- 
formly high quality appeared throughout and two or three 
quite sensational animals were offered for inspection. The 
number was down a bit from last year, as 179 head were 
exhibited, this being about a hundred less than in 1928. 
Perhaps the tops did not stand out in all classes as they 
did a year ago, but the classes stood out, and that counts. 
The fair brought out.1,116 animals, including 260 calf 
club entries that were made up in‘large part by an excel- 
lent Holstein section. In fact, the winning calf club Hol- 
stein was the winning open class heifer and a contender 
for the junior champioship. 

Yates Farm was as usual the leading contender and 
succeeded in taking home seven blues and five seconds, 
an unusually good showing even for this splendid herd. 
H. E. Robertson, of York, Pa., won three blues and Hurl- 
wood Farm, of Ashley Falls, Mass., although taking but 
two blues, won both male championships. Before going 
further, let it be said, that Yates Farm also won both fe- 
male championships. The Hurlwood and Robertson en- 
tries with a good herd brought in by R. E. Eddy of Ver- 
mont constituted the out-of-state competition. Sixty ex- 
hibitors came with these exceptions from the Empire 
State. 

Judge Stevens found a sire and son contending for the 
grand championship of the show when he lined up Hurl- 
wood Sir Segis Walker and his son, a winner in the calf 
class for males. He picked the calf out of large line of 
good baby sires and made him junior champion in out- 
standing fashion. The startling duplicate of his All-Ameri- 
can sire is a real sensation and good enough to make the 
best of them scratch gravel. The senior champion, Hurl- 
wood Sir Segis Walker, was made grand champion and is 
showing this year in better form than as a calf and year- 
ling when he received All-American designations. His 
owners, Hurlwood Farm, rather dominated the bull classes 
winning blues in two, taking all championships and getting 
seconds in the two other classes in which they were en- 
tered.

No one breeder seemed to have a monopoly of the 

good ones, although by combining their forces, the 
Michigan herds, shown at Columbus succeeded in captur- 
ing major honors as far as first places went. Led by De- 
troit Creamery with four blues and materially aided. by 
Arbu Farms with two blues, including a grand champion- 
ship and the J. B. Jones Farms with two including a 
junior championship, the Michigan contingent gave a good 
account of itself at the Ohio State Fair on Thursday of 
last week. 

Quality averaged well, although perhaps not so high 
as the year previous when more of the outstanding 
travelling show herds visited the fair. Numbers, too, were 
down a bit with 179 animals showing in the open classes. 
Aside from Ohio, which was not well represented, outside 
of the Firestone herd and the National Orphan’s Home 
herd of Tiffin, Ohio, the contending states included Michi- 
gan, Missouri, Indiana, Kentucky and Iowa. From Mis- 
gsouri came the Chapman Farm herd. Michigan furnished 
the Detroit Creamery Co., Arbu Farms, the J. B. Jones 
Farm and The Gabel-Risdon Creamery Co. herds. Ken- 
tucky was represented by Echo Farms. Elmer Frazier 
represented Indiana. A. F. Randolph represented Illinois 
and the Paul P. Stewart herd was Iowa’s sole representa- 
tive. 

Joe Eves did the judging and completed the job in a 
single day despite some close decisions requiring time for 
study. 

A new aged cow shown by Arbu Farms, an entire 
stranger to the show ring before, made a very acceptable 
senior and grand champion. This cow, Jewel Lilith Pon- 
tiac Pride, is a 941-lb. four-year-old daughter of Pride of 
Sir Piets. She has never been in the Arbu string before, 
but is showing just right this year. She has a real udder, 
a capacious well proportioned body, is perhaps a trifle 
heavy in the shoulder but otherwise quite acceptable aged 
cow. She will freshen shortly. 


Chapman’s senior yearling heifer, a daughter of Triune 
Ormsby Piebe 59th, repeated her previous performance at 
Aurora to gain the junior championship at this show. The 
male championships went to Paul Stewart on Skylark 
Hengerveld Butter Boy and the junior championship went 
to Jones on his senior yearling, Nicholas Pietertje Orms- 
by 9th, that has stood up well thus far throughout the 
season.

There were three fair tops in the two-year-old class. 
The first prize going to a double grandson of King Piebe 
of York, shown by National Orphan’s Home. He won out 
over a son of Tritomia, shown by Stewart, with Blue Eye 
Ollie Korndyke, a winner for Detroit last year in the year- 
ling class, in third place. 

Among the senior yearlings, the Jones entry Nicholas 
Pietertje Ormsby 9th, had little difficulty in winning his 
class and went through to junior championship. Chap- 
man’s son of Triune Ormsby Piebe 59th was second. A. 
F. Randolph of Illinois, took a second blue over the 
Stewart entry in the junior yearling class. 

In the bull calf class, Detroit Creamery, which made its 
first showing here, brought out a son of Walcowis Sir 
Ollie to win over a son of Triune Ormsby Piebe 59th, 
shown by Chapman. Detroit Creamery had a son of De-

ITH 318 head in competition, the largest number 
Wee shown at the Canadian National Exposition, 

the Holstein show at Toronto on Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday last week was in some respects the best 
ever shown there. Quality too was fully up to C. N. E. 
standards, with McCarthy, Raymondale, Walter Jones and 
a large number of other Canadian show herds of im- 
portance furnishing keen competition in all classes. 

The younger classes of females were better in quality 
as far as the entire strings were concerned and of the 
male classes the aged bulls and two-year-olds were con- 
sidered most noteworthy. 

M. H. Haley, veteran Holstein breeder, placed the rib- 
bons and it required two and one half days to complete 
the task. 

Mr. Haley again made Abbekerk Sylvius Lad senior 
and grand champion bull. The reserve in this competition 
going to Raymondale’s two-year-old Strathmore De Winton 
Matchless. In the junior championships a new comer 
broke into the limelight when Jones’ senior yearling Kerk 
Rocharm, after defeating McCarthy’s hitherto unbeaten 
Lonsdale Sir Inka Abbekerk last year’s All-American calf. 
went on to beat Brookholm Inka 27th out of the Junior 
championship, leaving the Raymondale entry to be con- 
tent with a reserve Junior championship. The World 
representative was not present when these animals were 
judged but believes the ringside in the main to have been 
in accord with Judge Haley’s decision in this matter. 
Mr. Haley described the new champion as having but a 
single fault as a show animal. He is just a wee bit low 
in the pins. He had it over his competitor in class and 
his competitor for championship in every other point ac- 
cording to Mr. Haley and he has to be a great young bull 
to beat these animals. 

Sally Francy, showing at present out of condition be- 
cause of illness, managed to beat Aaggie Abbekerk Jewel 
for the senior and grand championship. Here again a 
close decision was called for. Mr. Haley was well ac- 
quainted with both cows but had never judged them side 
by side before.

the former All-American, May Walker Inka Segis in class. 
The latter heifer is milking heavily herself and looked 
slightly out of condition at the showing. 

The single other entry shown by A. C. Hardy, a three. 
year-old not milking, Belle Model Lyons Posch was oyt- 
standing in her class. 

The get of Abbekerk Sylvius Lad shown by Innes was 
first over the get of Brookholm Inka shown by Raymon- 
dale but Judge Haley admitted that his decision was very 
close.

State Hospital No. 1, 
Fulton, Mo., also had a small exhibit 
and the number of Missouri animals 
was swelled by some half a dozen or 
more 4-H Club boys and girls, one of 
which, Darrell Miller, Mt. Vernon, Mo. 
had a heifer in the money in the open 
class. 

The two herds from outside the 
state were Hargrove & Arnold, Nor- 
walk, Iowa and Maytag Farms, New- 
ton, Iowa. The former had the first 
prize two-year-old bull, first prize 
junior yearling heifer and first prize 
Produce, as well as second prize Get 
and two seconds and a third in the 
three herd classes. Their senior 
yearling heifer lost a very close de- 
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cision to the junior champion of the 
show. Maytag Farms had two second 
prize females, both of which lost hair- 
line decisions, their two-year-old 
heifer giving Fredmar’s grand cham- 
pion a real race. They also had three 
heifer calves inside the money in a 
class of twenty-one. 

There were hot and interesting con- 
tests in a number of the classes. 
Fredmar’s aged bull, Major Meramac, 
had only a narrow margin over Blue 
Earth Duke Ormsby of the Pevely 
string, and went through to senior and 
grand champion. Twin sons of the 
former All-American dam, Jennie De 
Kol Segis Walker, sired by the former 
All-American bull, Billy Homestead 
De Kol, stood first and second in the 
bull calf class for A. J. King.

Undefeated as two-year-old in the five 
Province shows of 1929. C. P. R. Supply Farm. 
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Interesting Figures 


HE Holstein-Friesian Association of America keeps 
7 a very comprehensive record of all details of its busi- 
ness and Auditor R. R. DeBergh periodically issues 
statements on the financial details. These reports cover 
ten-day periods throughout the year with comparative 
figures for previous years. During the early months of the 
current year, the business of the Association ran quite 
materially behind the business done during the corres- 
ponding months of 1928. The analysis of the period from 
August 11 to 20 inclusive shows a very different picture, 
the increases during the summer months of 1929 as com- 
pared with 1928 having practically wiped out the red ink 
of the earlier months so that the total receipts from Janu- 
ary 1 to August 20, 1929, in the Secretary’s office, are 
$299,142.06 as compared with $301,547.94 for the similar 
period of 1928, or only 79% less. An interesting thing, 
however, is that from August 1 to 20, covering two of 
these ten-day periods, 1929 has shown an increase over 
the same period in 1928 of $3,757.52 or 20.32% increase. 
The increase for the second period of August, August 11 
to 20, is 32.79% over the figures for the same period of 
1928. Cash receipts for transfers for this period are up 
23.87% and the cash receipts from registrations show an 
increase of 27.36%, while memberships are more than dou- 
ble with an increase of 116.66%. 

It is, of course, misleading to draw conclusions from 
the business done by the Association in one or two ten- 
day periods, but these very substantial increases now com- 
ing along week after week are something of a barometer 
of the improved condition of the Holstein industry and 
clearly indicate that the current year’s business will make 
a substantial increase over the very fine showing in 1928. 





Is It Worthwhile? 


HE monthly reports from the Extension Service make 
interesting reading and we commend them particu- 
larly to the study of any of our readers who may 
have any lingering doubts as to the value of this work. 
The report for July, supposedly a dull summer month, 
shows a total of 627 inquiries for Holstein literature and 
for information as to where Holsteins can be purchased, 
received by the Extension Department. A total of 19,150 
pieces of Holstein literature were sent out upon request 
and county fair exhibits were supplied to the number of 
128. 

The item of publicity alone is very impressive. Dur- 
ing the month, 33 stories and 21 pictures were sent out to 
the press services and to a varying list of papers and 
periodicals. These included the announcement of new 
Holstein champions and record breakers, and general stor- 
ies carrying news of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
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America and the Holstein cow and the industry were sent 
to as high as 875 papers. It is estimated that the total 
circulation for the news stories sent out during Jy] 
amounted to over 30,000,000. Such results as this are ot 
inestimable value to the industry when carried out con- 
sistently every month of the year. 

Another item of special interest in the July report re- 
lates to the growth in interest in Holstein calf club work 
The report shows that more than 700 sets of calf club 
show ribbons have been applied for, this being 300 above 
the 1928 record. 

Much of the criticism of the Extension program ang 
activities of our Association comes either from antagon- 
istic sources with selfish interests of their own to serve 
or from people who are not familiar with what is actually 
being accomplished. We hear less criticism as the knowl. 
edge of what is being done becomes more widely dis. 
seminated and as the prosperity of the industry continues 
to advance to new and higher levels. 


Every Week Again 


ITH this issue, the World resumes its schedule of 
W every-week publication following its regular sum. 
mer program of issues on alternate Saturdays 
during June, July and August. When we originally adopt- 
ed this plan several years ago, our purpose was to permit 
more time for the visiting of herds in the field and also to 
make possible the regular vacation schedules of our em- 
ployees as well as in the print shop, which the every-week 
schedule had made difficult in previous years. 

In looking back over the summer period now closing, 
our only regret is that we have not been able to spend as 
much time in the field as we had hoped. It has been the 
busiest summer season in all the years that we have been 
connected with the World so that we have even found it 
impossible to cover personally all of the important state 
field days and picnics that have been the big feature of 
this year. There has, in fact, been so much going on this 
summer in Holstein circles that we have experienced some 
difficulty in finding room for as complete reports as we 
would have liked when it was necessary to condense the 
happenings of two weeks into a single issue. Perhaps our 
greatest congestion comes in this current number with 
seven major Holstein shows clamoring for feature presen- 
tation. While we cannot place them all first, we are add- 
ing extra pages to this number and will endeavor to pre- 
sent the facts in a way that will be satisfactory to our 
readers. 

We want to take this opportunity of thanking our many 
friends for the invaluable assistance they have rendered in 
the matter of reporting happenings in the Holstein field, 
which we could secure in no other way, and we want to 
extend an urgent invitation to club secretaries, breed- 
ers and others interested to continue to send us these 
news reports. Holstein meeting, sales (both public and 
private), fair winnings, production records, etc., are al- 
ways welcome and good pictures likewise. We want you 
to look upon the World as your paper and suggestions for 
making it of greater value and service to the industry are 
always welcome. 





Traverse Colantha Walker Has Worthy Rival 
HE Jersey cow, Sophie’s Emily, was recently an- 
nounced as having completed her ninth consecutive 
yearly record with 766.51 lbs. fat, giving her a total 

for the nine lactations of 7,030.31 lbs. fat and 143,348 lbs. 
milk, this record being made at the age of 13 years. She 
is announced as the living long-distance champion Jersey 
cow in the world and “the world’s greatest living dairy 
cow.” This last statement covers rather too much terri- 
tory, as Traverse Colantha Walker, our Holstein long- 
distance champion, is still going strong at Traverse City 
State Hospital, Traverse City, Michigan, according to our 
latest information. The total for nine lactations of Tra- 
verse Colantha Walker is 7,525.99 lbs. fat with 200,114.9 
lbs. milk, almost 500 Ibs. fat ahead of the great Jersey cow, 
and it is further of interest to note that Traverse Colan- 
tha Walker started her ninth lactation at the age of 11 
years, 3 months as compared to the age of 13 years, 4 
months for the Jersey cow. The record of Traverse Col 
antha Walker in nine lactations is only 18.52 lbs. fat under 
the record of the Jersey champion, Sophie 19th of Hood 
Farm, in eleven lactations. No information is given in 
the news report as to when Sophie’s Emily is due to 
freshen again, but her splendid performance in her ninth 
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lactation would indicate the possibility of a continuing 
challenge to the supremacy of Traverse Colantha Walker, 
who must keep going in order to stay ahead of her. Con- 
atulations to the Jersey breed upon having produced 
such a great long-distance performer as Sophie’s Emily.

County Agent Dwight Babbitt, Assistant County Agent 
F. A. Raymaley, E. J. Perry, A. N. Crissey, and Harry W. 
Read who gave short talks about the breed and Holstein 
work in the County. 

The main speaker was Charles W. Ackley of Vine- 
land, a member of the National Board of Directors of 
Rotary International, who enthused and entertained his 
audience to perfection. 

Other counties could profit some by following the ex- 
ample of the hard working officers of this Club. The Club 
was formed last December by Harry W. Read, its present 
Secretary, and President Eli Van Meter. It now has a paid 
membership of 46 and is carrying out a real program of 
work supplemented by regular monthly meetings. Close 
cooperation is maintained with the efforts of County Agent 
Babbitt who is pushing a many sided breeding program

make in this show. It was a tight fit that could have 
been justified either way. Many other fine exhibits de- 
serve special mention which we regret lack of space for- 
bids, aside from the summary of the show. 


King Homestead Piebe Lad, All-American winner each 
of the past two years, made his first appearance of the 
year in four-year-old form. There are few bulls today with 
more character, style and quality, and with fewer points 
of criticism than this young bull, and he proved to be a 
very popular Grand Champion. Frank Rasch, Tomah, 
Wis., is now his owner. The junior male championship 
was won by the junior yearling Wisconsin Board of Con- 
trol bull, Sir Ormsby Segis Mercedes 21st, their class win- 
ner at Aurora. Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets 1ith, owned 
jointly with H. A. Arneson & Son and Ted Thompson of 
Barneveld, Wis., and shown with the Wisconsin Institu- 
tions herd, was a close contender for this honor, in fact 
won it the previous week at Illinois State Fair. Johanna 
Pietertje Artis Creamelle, the great Jefferson County 
Asylum cow, came through handily to her third successive 
major Grand Championship of the current season and her 
second successive win at Wisconsin. She was Reserve 
All-American four-year-old last year under Sally Francy, 
but is in full bloom this year, being due to freshen right 
after or at Waterloo. Her stiffest battle here was in 
class to beat the Oosterhuis entry, Milford Pontiac Orms- 
by. One of the most pleasing features of the whole show 
was the winning of Junior Championship in the female 
section by a ealf club entry. This was a beautiful, showy 
youngster combining strength and quality, bred and de- 
veloped by Norman Rada of Chippewa Falls, Wis., who is 
making a remarkable record in calf club work as a breed- 
er. In the senior heifer calf class another calf club en- 
try, owned by Marion Klofanda of Racine, placed second, 
giving the first two places to calf club entries, a showing 
probably never before duplicated in a major show of this 
caliber. 


Altogether the display was a splendid exposition of 
Wisconsin’s greatness as a breeding ground for good Ho)- 
steins. The sensational tops were there all the way 
through, but even more important is the fact that so many 
animals were displayed with so few of second rate qual- 
ity. With the exception of three Illinois exhibitors, only 
two of whom had full strings, it was a show of Wisconsin 
cattle. More power to them. Following are the detailed 
awards as placed by Prof. H. H. Kildee, whose workman- 
like handling this great show called forth much favorable 
comment:

The North Platte Substation, of the 
University of Nebraska, at North 
Platte, Nebraska, has recently issued 
an attractive little folder presenting 
facts concerning their outstanding 
producing herd of Holsteins and with 
many illustrations showing pictures of 
these good animals. The herd was 
founded in 1914 on the purchase of 
four yearling heifers. The herd today 
numbers sixty-three head, of which 
twenty-six have finished one or more 
yearly records, the entire lot averag- 
ing 976 lbs. butter in 365 days, a very 
remarkable showing. 


In an effort to popularize the Ayr- 
shire breed in British Columbia, a 
fund has been raised by interested 
parties in that province for the pur- 
chase of twenty-four head of imported 
Ayrshires to form the nucleus of a 
herd at the University of British Co- 
lumbia. Cattle population in that pro- 
vince is now predominately Holstein 
through the example of such success- 
ful breeders as Colony Farm, J. M. 
Steves & Son, the Dominion Govern- 
ment Experimental Farm at Agassiz. 
and others. We predict that they will 
continue to be able to hold up their 
end in any competition with other 
breeds. 


The Wyoming Hereford Ranch, own- 
ed by The Lazears of Wyoming, which 
is also developing a substantial Hol- 
stein interest in a splendid herd of 
this breed, suffered a great misfortune 
and serious damage from floods early 
in June. The dams impounding the 
water in two large irrigation reser- 
voirs went out so that a double loss 
was sustained not only in the damage 
done by the water but also in the 
loss of the water itself for later irri- 
gation purposes. Breeders’ who are 
personally acquainted with the La- 
zears and who have come to know 
them through their advertising in the 
World will be sorry to learn of this 
misfortune and join us in extending 
sympathy. 

Idaho Matador Fancy, 867511, a Hol- 
stein cow owned by the University of 
Idaho, has recently completed a rec- 
ord of 25599.1 pounds’) of milk and 
743.9 pounds of fat in a year, starting 
test at 5 years, 6 months and 9 days of 
age. The official figures were report- 
ed by the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America. Only two other cows 
in the state have ever exceeded this 
record for milk production and both of 
them were University owned cows. 
Twenty-one Holstein cows have pro- 
duced 700 pounds of fat in Idaho and 
fourteen of these have been bred and 
tested on the University of Idaho 
farm. Only twelve Holstein cows in 
Idaho have ever exceeded the butter- 
fat production of Fancy. 

Fancy has freshened again and has 
started out on a better record yet, her 
high day in milk thus far being 110 
pounds, or about 12 gallons. 


She was sired by Matador Violet 
Idaho, a son of the 1,005 pound fat 
record cow, Idaho Violet Posch Orms- 
by. Fancy’s dam has 2 record of 30,- 
015 pounds of milk and 953 pounds of 
fat. Her last calf, a male, has an 
average of 27,473 pounds of milk and 
901 pounds of fat for his three nearest 
dams. Breeding and developing ani- 
mals with such records back of them 
for several generations is tribute to 
the breeding program in the Univer- 
sity herd. 


Mount Victoria Farms, Hudson 
Heights, Que., have just completed 47 
R. O. P. records including a large 
number of two-year-olds. 

The herd averages 17,585 lbs. of 
milk with a test of 3.75, the average 
days in milk being 337. This is a 
wonderful showing for an entire herd, 
especially as it includes all cows in 
the herd, without any eliminations. 

Mount Victoria Farms have _ been 
breeding Holsteins for five years and 
have made remarkable strides. They 
have very high ideals and are really 
accomplishing some good constructive 
breeding.

good many shows. Yates Farm finally won the class on 
a Canadian bred cow that they have not long since added 
to the herd and she is a real addition. C. W. Hurd showed 
a very good matron in full production for second place 
and Kingsford Farm showed May Pontiac Bodora, a com- 
petitor in the butterfat test, for third. The quality ran 
down through the class beyond the money prizes. Kings- 
ford had two in the money—third and eighth. Yates had 
first, fifth and sixth. The quality was fairly uniform. 

The four-year-old class was rather weak, outside of two 
or three tops. Robertson won this with King Piebe of 
York Sunshine, the dam of Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets 
llth, prize winner at Aurora and Junior champion at 
Springfield, Ill., now showing in the string of the Wiscon- 
sin State Institutions. 

Clover Heights Farm won the three-year-old class al- 
though it was a rather tight fit between this entry and the 
three-year-old shown by R. E. Eddy of Vermont. 

Yates won both the two-year-old classes, his winning 
heifer in milk being out of a 1,000-lb. dam and the dry 
winner out of an 800-lb. three-year-old. The second prize 
heifer in the milking string was shown by R. E. Eddy, of 
Vermont, and the contending heifer of the dry two-year- 
olds was shown by Middleton Farms. 

Robertson, with a senior yearling, broke in the winning 
list again with Yates taking second, but on junior yearlings 
the Yates herd offered a sensational heifer that Judge 
Stevens thought good enough not only for junior but grand 
championship as well.

Few heifers in 
fair competition this year will beat her, perhaps none. 
She is a pip. Robertson took second on a daughter of Sir 
Homestead Pontiac Beets and Hurlwood third on a daugh- 
ter of the champion. Hurlwood Sir Segis Walker. 

Charles Bump, a calf club boy, and son of the veteran 
Holstein breeder of Washington County, showed the best 
heifer calf, an outstanding winner in her class. The sire, 
a grandson of Marathon Bess Burke, had another daughter 
in fifth place in his string. Second place went to a daugh- 
ter of the Yates sire, Count Colantha Paul Posch, and 
third to Robertson on a daughter of Sir Homestead Pon- 
tiac Beets. Quality in this class run far below the nine 
ribbons offered. It was the best class of the females with 
the possible exception of the aged cows, which was notable 
for uniformly good type throughout. 

Yates, with the well-balanced string and many ribbon 
winners to count upon, won first in graded herd and young 
herd, and also took the blue in dairy herd, the latter quite 
easily. Hurlwood, Robertson and Kingsford furnished the 
runners-up. 

The Get of Sire competition went to George McGeoch, 
who showed a get from Marathon Nudine Burke contain- 
ing that sweet heifer calf and her sister as well as a prize 
winning bull calf. Despite their youth, the uniform good- 
ness of the little group carried them to the top. The Hurl- 
wood entry. a get from Nutmeg Walker Colantha contain- 
ing the grand champion bull, was second. Third went to 
Yates Farm on a young get from Count Colantha Paul 
Posch. Clover Heights Farm with two blue ribbon winners 
sired by Clover Heights King Veeman in a group, was 
fourth.

but has not as yet been acted upon by them. The World 
will present the details of this plan in an early issue as 
it seems to hold great possibilities for breed improvement 
on a state-wide basis.

During the past eight years the owner, Mr. John 
Alcock, of Chicago, has assembled a select lot of cattle and developed them 
in yearly test. His purchases at auction sales included the “tops” of the well 
known W. W. Walker herd and selections of the “tops” from the dispersal of 
the Minnesota Holstein Company herd. In his breeding operations, Mr. Al- 
cock has featured line-breeding to the former American Champion 1,523-lb. 
butter cow, May Walker Ollie Homestead, who is also the only cow to have 
three All-American offspring. In addition to his purchases at auction sales Mr. 
Alcock made selections from the herds of H. E. Dickenson, at Lake Geneva, 
Wisconsin, and John B. Irwin, Minneapolis, Minn. The Highland Farms Herd 
is fully accredited under State and Federal Supervision and is Blood Tested 
for contagious abortion. 

The senior herd sire is Count Walker Homestead Segis, a son of May Walk- 
er Ollie Homestead and King Segis Pontiac Count. He is the best proved son 
of his famous dam, numbering among his six tested daughters an 1,112-lb. three- 
vear-old and an 860-lb. junior two-year-old, both showing a butterfat test of 
better than 4%. The junior herd sire is Sir Inka De Mar Wren 
Ormsby. one of the outstanding mature sons of Sir Inka May, another son of 
May Walker Ollie Homestead. His winnings include the National Dairy Show, 
Eastern States Exposition and several leading state fairs and he is getting a 
splendid lot of calves at Highland Farms. Another junior sire, just coming into 
service, is a yearling son of Sir Inka Superior Segis from the 954-lb. cow, 
Maudlene Ormsby, one of Culver’s foundation cows and the dam of several 
well-known show animals. All three of these bulls will be offered in the dis- 
persal of the Highland Farms Herd. Twenty-two daughters of Count Walker 
Homestead Segis and nine daughters of Sir Inka De Mar Wren Ormsby will 
be offered. Other famous bulls represented by daughters are Sir Inka May, 
Sir Inka Superior Segis, Sir Bess Ormsby May, Sir Ormsby Hengerveld Korn- 
dyke, King Korndyke Pontiac Lass, Lola Segis Pontiac Homestead and North 
Star Gift Champion. 

The Highland Farms Herd numbers 70 head of Registered Holsteins and 
is now in its greatest state of development and reflects credit on the herd man- 
ager, Howard Kellie, formerly with John Erickson. It is regrettable that the 
breeding operations cannot be continued at the farms, but Mr. Alcock’s busi- 
ness in Chicago demands all of his time and he finds it impossible to give 
personal supervision to the herd.

WISCONSIN PICK-UPS

Last vear Frank Price was a little 
critical of the ringside attendance 
here, as not being at all in keeping 
with Wisconsin’s greatness as a Hol- 
stein state. The general opinion 
seemed to be that there was some 
improvement in this respect this year. 
In fact it looked to me like a pretty 
good gallery, very much interested, 
particularly while the older animals 
were being judged, and with unusual- 
ly good press cooperation. 


Roy Harris had to pinch hit for 
Art Collentine as Superintendent of 
Cattle the last half of the week. On 
Wednesday noon, during the Holstein 
judging, Art collapsed from a stomach 
“misery” of some sort and had to be 
rushed to the hospital for attention. 
His many friends will join us in ex- 
tending sympathy. 


Three TIllinois exhibitors, Rock 
River Farms, Carl Rudolph and Hyde 
Park Farm, the latter with only a few 
head on exhibition, kept it from being 
an ‘‘All-Wisconsin” show. It looks 
mighty good for the industry when 
so many exhibitors bring out such a 
large number of good cattle and with 
such a small percentage of second- 
raters. There are always a few of 
these that are dragged in to fill out 
some county herd or other, but the 
number here this time was gratifying- 
ly small. 


They are evidently getting some- 
where with their calf club work in 
Wisconsin when calf club entries can 


place first and second in the senior 
heifer calf class at a show of this 


caliber. We never recall seeing it 
happen before. Norman Rada, breed- 
er and owner of the winner, who in- 
cidentally went through to Junior 
Championship, is doing some splendid 
work as a breeder and is going to be 
heard from further. There is a real 
story here that we hope to present a 
little later. 


Everett King of Chicago, who has 
stood in the “king-row” as a breeder 
of Belgian horses for some years past, 
purchased the Junior Champion heifer 
of Rada during the show, for delivery 
after the season closes. The price is 
not made public, but we happen to 
know that it was a figure that few 
calves of this age have commanded. 
Mr. King is laying the foundation for 
a small Holstein herd of very select 
quality for his farm in western 
Michigan and we think will be heard 
from further in coming years. 


The Wisconsin dairy department 
sponsored a very striking cow-testing 
display. It consisted of the bull, Har- 
vest Matador Douglas 381257 and ten 
of his daughters, all purebred Hol- 
steins. The ten daughters came from 
six different Washington County 
herds, and had an average production 
in d. h. i. a. test of 16.390 lbs. milk, 
538 lbs. fat. The dams’ records aver- 
aged 13,011 lbs. milk and 424 Ibs. fat, 
every daughter being better than her 
dam for both milk and fat. They 
were also a very creditable lot in- 
dividually. These cows came from the 
herds of William, Fred and George 
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Pamperin, John Mayer, Vic 

ant, P. B. Eves and Paul Horlaae 
The same group made up a similar 
display of the grade daughters of 
Cedar Lawn Canary Paul 6th at the 
National here in 1924, and many of 
the dams of the cows in this display 
are purebred daughters of that sire, 
The herds represented have been in 
cow testing association work for the 
past ten or eleven years and haye 
worked together for years in bun 
ownerships likewise. The sire of 
these cows, who was bred by Jerry 
Riordan, is a full brother to Harvest 
Matador Chief, the All-American 3. 
year-old bull of last year, and is now 
owned jointly by the Wisconsin State 
Board of Control and L. A. Markham 
Janesville, Wis. It is expected that 
arrangements will be completed for 
the display of this same group at the 
National Dairy Show in October. 


Milt Button, Wisconsin State Hol 
stein secretary, was one busy young 
man during the Holstein activities at 
the fair. Among other duties accep. 
tably performed was the job at the 
megaphone in keeping the ringside in- 
formed as to the awards in each class. 
This is very necessary at Wisconsin, 
where they still use a type of arm ° 
number card which for illegibility and 
general uselessness is almost in a 
class by itself. We note a great im- 
provement in the arrangement of the 
catalog here since our last visit some 
years ago, but their system of num- 
ber display in the ring still harks 
back to the stone age. 


The Jefferson County Association 
show herd, which seems to be strong- 
er than ever this year, goes from here 
to Indiana next week, and will make 
a circuit in the Southwest, winding up 
at Waterloo and the National. Mike 
Seath is in charge again, with the 
able backing of the same show com- 
mittee as last year under the chair 
manship of C. O. Christ. Rock River 
also will make a southern circuit, end- 
ing at the National. 


A. C. Oosterhuis, who has purchas 
ed the Carnation Oconomowoc farm 
and a hundred head from this herd, 
made a very impressive showing here 
in the female classes particularly. He 
will help make the Indiana show in- 
teresting next week. His herd is 
headed by Hoesly Sarcastic Joe 
Homestead, the son of North Star 
Joe Homestead that was’ Reserve 
All-American 3-year-old bull last year. 
La Belle Dairies is the name he has 
selected for his new property, in 
honor of the beautiful little lake ad- 
joining his farm. 


From gossip current about the 
ringside, Bob Holtby will have a real 
job cut out for him in making the 
awards at Minnesota next week. The 
Wisconsin Board of Control will ap-7 
parently provide the principal Wis- 
consin competition. Glenn House 
holder and his assistants are doing a4 
piece of work of which every Wis- = 
consin citizen should be proud.

The relation between the price of 


| beef and the price of milk has an 


important influence on the number 
and age of the milk cows in the 


United States, according to the 
United States Department of. Agricul- 
ture. This relation, says O. E. Reed, 
chief of the Bureau of Dairy Indus- 
try, affects both the age at which 
milk cows are sold for slaughter and 
the number of beef-type cows milked. 
“Because of the present prices of 
beef,” he comments, “dairymen are 
culling their low producers and aged 
cows to make room for the heifers 
just coming into milk. Indications 
are that for the next few years the 
price of beef will be an important 
factor in restricting the expansion 
of dairying, and the number of cows 
milked is expected to show little in- 
crease for several years. The grad-

The highest 
team receives a large silver cup, 
called the Delhi Kiwanis trophy, 
which will become the permanent 
property of the first school winning it 
three times. The highest team also 
receives a seven inch silver cup given 
by the Delaware National Bank as the 
permanent property of the school.
